The extremely tough and intricate 
job assigned to Canadians and troops 
from the United Kingdom in Holland has 
assumed new significance in, its victorious 
conclusion, It pointedly rerifinds us that 
the “whole problem of transportation and 
Supply .proved to be a good deal more diffi- 
cult than appeared likely, say, at the be 
ginning of September when the Canadian 
and British Prime Ministers and President 
Roosevelt were conferring at Quebe 

With the full use of Antwerp now seem 
ingly assured, however, it is reasonable to 
assume that the handicap to the movement 
of supplies—occasioned largely by the ruin 
of French railroads and and the 
Wreckage of French rolling stock through 
months of essential bombings will 
become a. problem of the past. Nor should 
it be forgotten, in the event of a too literal 
interpretation of the warning of “extremely 
heavy fighting for a good long time,” that Mr. 
Churchill always has tempered his cautious 
allusicns to the date of Germany's defeat 
with the admission that expert military com 
manders in the best position to know and 
understand all the circumstances are more 
optimistic as to the time element. 
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CANADA’S ASIATIC WAR 


T LEAST ONE OF THE DECISIONS 
taken at the second Quebec conference 

two months ago—at which Mr. Mackenzie 
King was both host and conferee—was Can- 
ada's offer to bear its full share in the war 
against Japan. Readily in agreement with 
this proposal, of course, were Mr. Churchill 
and Mr, Roosevelt, the President observing 
that he was looking forward to “having the

So far the details of this country's pro 
posed participation have been a well-guarded 
secret, but there is no doubt that Canada’s 
role will be active.

“I would make it perfectly clear that the 
policy of the government is to see that our

In view of the foregoing statement, plus 
its amplification at the Quebec conference, 
it can be assumed that during the debate on 
the “reinforcements issue” which the emer- 
gent sittings of the House of Commons wilt 
produce, the question of supplies of men 
and materia] for Canada’s share in the war 
against Nippon will undoubtedly come up 
for discussion, Mr, King naturally will de- 
sire to take what steps are necessary to 
make good the promise he obviously means 
to implement.

In normal times most young Canadians got at least one 
pair of rubber soled, canvas-top shoes'a year. But fiatural 
rubber supplies fell: into enemy” hands,-and~the -manu- 
facture--of rubber footwear was a curtailed. 
We're now using reclaimed and synthetic rubber in these 
shoes—there have been more of them thi s year and there 
will be more next year. Leather-soled shoes have had to be 
used in place of this rubber-soled footwear but shoes made 
of leather need more care than running shoes. When they 
don’t get it they wear out more quickly; when they get 
wet they must be dried slowly, away from direct heat—and 
they should be greased also. It's not always a case of poor 
quality; it’s poor care,
